DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claims 1-6, the prior art does not disclose a biaxially rotatable camera with 
the combination of limitations specified in the claimed invention, specifically the limitations of: 
a Y axial rotatable dial, rotating the lens up and down within a predetermined 
angle about an A2 pivot axis perpendicular to the A3 pivot axis; a gear mechanism for 
transforming a first rotating motion of the Y axial rotatable dial into a linear motion; and 
a cam mechanism for transforming the linear motion of the gear mechanism into a second 
rotating motion and rotating the lens about the A2 pivot axis, both the X and Y axial 
rotatable dials being mounted in the longitudinal direction of the cylindrical lens housing, 
as stated in claim 1 .
